Mr. Wilson's Speech to the Hew 


York Chamber of Commerce, 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The 128th annual 


banquet of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the state of New York, which was hold 
last evening at Delmonico's, was the most 
notable yearly gathering that has been 
held by that great organisation. Many of 
the speeches were distinctly of a congrat- 
ulatory character, and those who led the 
fight against free coinage were given un- 
Btinted praise, while every mention of 
their names was greeted with applause. 


President Cleveland and Governor Mor- 


ton were unable to attend the banquet, 
but they wrote letters, which when read 
were received with wild cheers. President 
Cleveland wrote: 


"Heoent events may well eauae those 


who represent business interests to rejoice 
In their escape from threatened peril. But 
whue th«y have abundant reason for re- 
joicing and can view with the greatest 
satisfaction the support they have given 
the cause of sound money in the contest 
lately waged against it, I earnestly hope 
that in this time' of congratulation it will 
be remembered that constant vigilance 
and continued effort are required to even 
maintain present conditions, but that ab- 
solute safety will only be: secured when 
our financial system is protected by affirm- 
ative and thorough reforms. 


"When our business men are habitually 


alert and active, and when they are, more- 
over, fully aroused to the importance of 
such legislative action concerning our 
finances as business methods approve and 
the welfare of the entire country requires, 
much good may be confidently antici- 
pated, not only in the accomplishment of 
practical results, but in the removal of 
hurtful prejudices, through an assurance 
to the people thdt business and patriotism 
are becoming more and more united." 


Alexander E. Orr, president of the 


Chamber of Commerce, complimented the 
members on the work done in the last 
campaign and upon the victory won. He 
paid a glowing tribute to Generals Palmer 
and Buckner and others who had vigor- 
ously opposed the Chicago platform and 
ticket. 
The president then introduced Postmas- 


ter General William L. Wilson, who re- 
sponded to th# toast, "Free Government 
on TricL" He said in part: 


"Every general election In this country 


is a trial of free government, and not less 
truly a trial of those institutions through 
which we are attempting to work out free 
government. If every new peril affects us 
with new anxiety every new triumph justi- 
fies added confidence in our institutions 
and renewed trust in the intelligence and 
capacity of our people for self govern- 
ment. We have just had a test of the ca- 
pacity of universal suffrage to deal with 
the question so confessedly difficult that 
In other countries it Is committed to 
trained experts and specially educated 
statesmen. That test has been made under 
conditions least favorable to a safe and 
correct judgment, at a time when it was 
necessary to undo much erroneous teach- 
ing, for which both political parties and 
loading statesmen in both parties were re- 
sponsible, and amid widespread industrial 
stagnation that made the public mind a 
ready seed bed for the germination of 
dangerous ideas. 


"That the result has been a triumph for 


the national integrity is a cause for 
thanksgiving; that the result has been 
achieved by a partial and temporary dis- 
solution of party ties and the hearty oon- 
cert of forces irreconcilably antagonistic 
on other policies is ground for quickened 
patriotism and loftier pride in American 
citizenship. To make forever safe the 
fruits of such a victory is now the duty 
and responsibility of those to whom the 
initiative and power have come. 


"If we ore to escape in the future (he 


cries we have heard in this campaign, of 
the power of plutocracy, of the classes and 
of the masses, and antagonism between 
capital and labor and of the gulf between 
the rich and the poor, all wrongs or abuses 
that'can breed und foster such ideas must 
be patiently and honestly obliterated. 


"We must all admit that the entire body 


of our ^financial legislation for thirty 
years b4* been a makeshift and a conces- 
sion to,'3nistaken ideas, that from such 
concession and from dangerous dallying 
with erroneous and dangerous ideas and 
perverted education that has resulted 
came th£ groat peril we have so fortunate- 
ly cscnpeiL For these mistakes all parties 
and almost, If not all, party leaders have 
been responsible." 


Tho next toast, "Social Discontent," 


was responded to by Governor John W- 
Grijigs, of New Jersey. Governor Griggs 
said in port: 


"May we not hope it is possible for us 


to minimize the danger we find In discon- 
tent

to date fceeji fooled. They arc honest to 
the corej. The first remedy I would sug- 
gw*, and' it 5* one that is being ever ap- 
plied Jitfa ha* been alluded to, is educa- 
tion.

Let tho&ttbl'c .schools teach not only to 
read andprntp, but let the public schools 
and GottpnUa. coH«?e teach, too, the prin- 
ciple* ofAmencan popular government. 


"Tho Bcxt remedy I would speak of is to

"Bui let there bo confidence between 


the men who etvru wages and tho men who 
pay wages. Let them meet together on a 
plane of political equality and they will 
learn torespdd the employer, and tho em- 
ployer, take my word for it, will learn to 
respect them.

His Salary Will Exceed That Received by 


the President. 


LINCOLS, Neb., Nov. 18.—It has been 


definitely arranged that William J. Bryan 
Is to take the lecture platform, and his 
first address will be delivered at Atlanta, 
Ga., early in December. -His route, as far 
as it has been arranged,will be, after leav- 
ing Atlanta, Jacksonville. Savannah, 
Charleston, Augusta, Birmingham and 
New Orleans. After leaving the latter 
city Mr. Bryan will go through Texas, 
then on to California and Oregon, and 
will not reach the cifeies of the east before 
the latter part of February, 1E97. 


The men behind the enterprise is Y. E. 


McBee, of Norfolk, Va., the superinten- 
dent of the Seaboard Air line. Mr. Bryan 
has signed contracts for a series of lectures 
Under the management of Alexander Corn- 
stock, who is the representative associate 
of Mr. McBee in the enterprise. The terms 
of the agreement f rom a finr.nciaistand- 
point have not been made public, .a$tfit is 
reliably understood that the reninnerSficm 
which Mr. Bryan is to receive is to exceed 
the salary he would have received as presi- 
dent of the United States in the event of 
his election to that office. 


Arrangements are already under way to 


have the delivery of Mr. Bryan's first lec- 
ture in Atlanta made the occasion of a 
great demonstration, which will be in the 
nature of a monster reception. The lec- 
tures to be delivered by Mr. Bryan will be 
non-partisan in their character, and will 
for the most part be upon governmental 
and social topics, as it Is expressly stipu- 
lated In the contract that the tour shall 
have no political aspect or coloring.

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Mr. Wilson’s Speech to the New 
York Chamber of Commerce. 


Nkw Y op.k, N ov. 18.—Tho 128th annual 
banquet of tho Chamber of Commerce of 
the stato of Now York, which was hold 
lasfc evoning at Dolmonico’s, was tho most 
notablo yearly gathering that has beon 
held by that great organization. Many of 
the speeches wero distinctly of a congrat­ 
ulatory character, and those who led tho 
light against free coinage wero given un- 
stintod praise, while evory mention of 
their names was greetod with applause. 


President Cleveland and Governor Mor­ 
ton wore unable to attond the banquet, 
but they wrote lottors, which when read 
were receivod with wild cheers. President 
Cleveland wroto: 


“Recent events may well cause thoso 
who represent business interests to rejoice 
in their escapo from threatened peril. But 
while they have abundant reason for re­ 
joicing and can view with tho greatest 
satisfaction tho support they have given 
the cause of sound money in tho contest 
lately waged against it, I earnestly hope 
that in this timo of congratulation it will 
bo remembered that constant vigilance 
and continued effort are required to even 
maintain present conditions, but that ab­ 
solute safety will only be secured when 
our financial system is protected by affirm­ 
ative and thorough reforms. 


“When our business men are habitually 
alert and active, and when they are, more­ 
over, fully aroused to tho importance of 
such iegislativo action concerning our 
ilnancos as business methods approve and 
the welfare of the entire country requires, 
much good may bo confidently antici­ 
pated, not only in the accomplishmont of 
practical results, but in tho removal of 
hurtful prejudices, through an assurance 
to the people that business and patriotism 
are becoming more and moro united.1M 


Alexander E. Orr, president of tho 
Chambor of Commerce, complimented tho 
members on the work done in the last 
campaign and upon tho victory won. He 
paid a glowing tribute to Generals Palmer 
and Buckner and others who had vigor­ 
ously opposed the Chicago platform and 
ticket* 


The president then introduced Postmas­ 
ter General William L. Wilson, who re­ 
sponded to tlty toast, “Free Government 
on Trirl.” lie said in part: 


“Every general election in this country 
1« a trial of freo government, and nbt less 
truly a trial of those institutions through 
which we are attempting to work out free 
government. If every new peril affects us 
with new auxioty every new triumph justi­ 
fies added confidence in our institutions 
and renewed trust in the intelligence and 
capacity of our people for self govern­ 
ment. Wo have just had a test of tho ca­ 
pacity of universal suffrage to doal with 
the question so confessedly difficult that 
In other countries it Is committed to 
trained exports and specially educated 
statesmen» That test has been made under 
conditions least favorable to a safe and 
correct judgment, at a timo when it was 
necessary to undo much erroneous teach­ 
ing, for which both political parties and 
leading statesmen in both partlos wore re­ 
sponsible, and amid widespread industrial 
stagnation that made tho public mind a 
ready seed bed for the germination of 
dangerous ideas. 


“That the result has beon a triumph for 
tho national integrity is a cause for 
thanksgiving; that tho result has boon 
achlovod by a partial and temporary dis­ 
solution of party ties and the hearty oon- 
cort of forces irreconcilably antagonistic 
on other policies is ground for quickened 
patriotism and loftier prido in American 
citizenship. To mako forever safe tho 
fruits of such a victory is now tho duty 
and responsibility of those to whom tho 
initiative and power have come. 


“If wo are to escape in tho future tho 
cries we have hoard in this campaign, of 
the power of plutocracy, of tho classes and 
of tho masses, and antagonism between 
capital and labor and of tho gulf between 
tho rich and tho poor, all wrongs or abuses 
that can breed and foster such ideas must 
be patiently and honestly obliterated. 


“ Wo must all admit that the entire body 
of our .financial legislation for thirty 
years has been a makeshift and a conces­ 
sion to ♦frnistakon ideas, that from such 
concession and from dangerous dallying 
with erroneous and dangerous ideas and 
perverted education that has resulted 
came th£ great peril we have so fortunate­ 
ly escaped. For these mistakes ail parties 
and alino&t, if not all, party leaders have 
been responsible.” 


The .next toast, “Social Discontent/1 
was responded to by Governor John W 
Griggs, of New Jersey. Governor Griggs 
said in port: 


“May we not hope it is possible for us 
to minimize the danger we find in discon­ 
tent. JLhe American people have not up 
to date teen fooled. They are honest to 
tho eor<$,. Tho first remedy I would sug­ 
gest, and it is one that is being ever ap­ 
plied atid has been alluded to, is educa* 
tion. lieduco tho percentage of illiteracy. 
Lot tho^puUio schools teach not only to 
read andftvrite, but let the public school* 
and Cult|inbia college teach, too, the prin­ 
ciples of t&merioau popular government. 


“Tho next remedy 1 would speak of Is to 
cast out -the demagogue. They aro the 
fellows that are the curse of both and of 
all political parties. We have had them 
evor since the days of Julius Cvesar and 
Marc Antony down to date.

th e President. 


L incoln-, Neb., Nov. 18.— It has been 
definitely arrangod that William J. Bryan 
1b to tako tho looturo platform, and his 
first address will bo deliverod at Atlanta, 
Ga., early in Decombor. *His route, as far 
a« it has boon arranged,will bo, after leav­ 
ing Atlanta* Jacksonville, Savannah, 
Charleston, Augusta, Birmingham and 
Now Orleans. After leaving tho latter 
city Mr. Bryan will go through Texas, 
thon on to California and Oregon, and 
will not reach tho citios of tho east before 
tho lattor part of February, 1807. 


Tho men bohind the enterprise is Y. E. 
McBoo, of Norfolk, Va., tho superinten­ 
dent of the Seaboard Air line. Mr. Bryan 
has signed contracts fora series of lectures 
under tho management of Alexander Coin- 
stock, who is tho representative associate 
of Mr. McBoo in tho enterprise. Tho terms 
of tho agreement from a financial stand­ 
point havo not beon made public, w t.it is 
reliably understood that tho remuneration 
which Mr. Bryan is to recoivo is to exceed 
the salary ho would havo recoived as presi­ 
dent of tho United States in tho ovont of 
his election to that office. 


Arrangoments aro already under way to 
havo the delivery of Mr. Bryan’s first leo- 
ture in Atlanta mado tho occasion of a 
great demonstration, which will be in the 
naturo of a monster reception. Tho lec­ 
tures to bo delivered by Mr. Bryan will bo 
non-partisan in their character, and will 
for tho most part be upon governmental 
and social topics, as It is expressly stipu­ 
lated in tho contract that tho tour shall 
have no political aspect or coloring.

V h e S ta r - S p a n g le d B a n n e r . 


It was 82 years ago, or, to be more 
precise, Sept. 14, 1814, that the Star- 
Spangled Banner was written. 
The 
grand old song was composed amid the 
tinng and excitement of battle, in the 
hnrbor of Baltlmorfe. The story of how 
Francis Scott Key got his inspiration 
tor the song is known to every school­ 
boy in the land, but its recent birthday 
anniversary will be our excuse for 
publishing it again. 


On the return of the British to their 
vessel« after the destruction of Wash­ 
ington, they carried with them Dr. 
Bonnes, an influential phy«iclan. 
His 
friends begged for his release, but Ad­ 
miral Cockbum refused to give him up 
und sent him on board the flagship of 
Admiral Cochrane. 


Francis Scott Key was requested to 
*co to Cochrane and ask for the doctor’s 
release. 
With the President's permis­ 
sion he went in the Cartel ship Minden 
under a flag of truce. 
He found the 
British ships at the mouth of the Poto­ 
mac preparing to attack Baltimore. 
Cochrane agreed to release Beanes, but 
not right away. Key and Beanes were 
placed on board the Surprise. 
When 
the fleet went up Patapsco bay they 
were sent back to the Minden with a 
guard of marines. 


The Minden was anchored within 
sight of Fort McHenry, and from her 
deck Key observed the bombardment of 
rhe fort. He did not know even when 
the firing ceased whether the fort had 
surrendered or not. In the dim light of 
fne opening morning he saw through a 
ginss the star spangled banner yet wav­ 
ing in triumph over the fort and soon 
learned of the preparations of the dis­ 
comfited British for speedy departure. 


It was during the excitement of the 
bombardment and while pacing the 
deck of the Minden between midnight 
and dawn that Key composed the now 
world-famed song. 
The original lines 
were written on the back of a letter 
which Key happened to have in his 
pocked. It was later written out in full 
by Key and then printed in handbill 
fcrm. It w*as first sung by Charles Du- 
rang at a restaurant in Baltimore to an 
assemblage of defenders of the city. 
It is now sung everywhere as the na­ 
tional song of America,

Fatal Accident at York Springs* 


W hilst working in L eer’s lime quar. 
ry<about ^ mile north of York Springs, 
F rank G. Hepler was almost instant* 
ly killed last T hursday morning, by 
tbe prem ature explosion of lour sticks 
of dynamite. 
A b near as we could 
learn the following is the particulars 
of the accident: 


Mr. Hepler bad built a small fire in 
the quarry, for the purpose of warm ­ 
ing some of the dynnmite, which had 
frozen the nigbt before. H e had plac 
ed a piece of sheet iron over the fire 
and on this had the four sticks lyiug. 
John Myers, who last saw bim alive, 
states th at when be left the quarry 
to take a load of stone to the kiln, he 
thoughtlessly look’d back,and Hepler, 
he noticed, bad just picked up one ef 
the sticks from the sheet iron, and 
had hardly passed from view when 
the explosion occurred. 
All the men, 
not knowing tbe cause of the explo­ 
sion, at once ran to the quarry, only 
to behold an awful sijjht. Hepler was 
lying about ten feet from the fire,with 
blood stream ing from his person in 
vast quantities. 
Dr. Myers was sum 
moned, but in half an hour tbe un­ 
fortunate man was a corpse. His one 
ear was torn to shreds, and one eye 
knocked out, and tbe body was terri­ 
bly bruised although not torn, as 
m ight be supposed 'from tbe force be 
m ust have sustained. 
D eath is sup­ 
posed to have been caused by intern, 
al injuries 
Deceased was about 28 
years of ago and leaves a wife aud 
three children.

That tho polos of the said Com­ 
pany shall bo straight and well planted, as near­ 
ly porpondioular as may bo,on the outside rt and 
close to tho curb-line. All tho wires to be main­ 
tained at a height of not less than twenty (20) 
foot abovo the grade of the street or alloy in 
which they may bo placed. 


S kctton III. That in putting up its poles, the 
Baid Company shall plant them only at such 
places as tho Stroot Committee of the Council of 
said Borough shall designate, approve and di­ 
rect. 


S e c t i o n IV. That said Company shall not 
erect or plant in any Stroot or Alloy of said Bor­ 
ough any pole or conscruotion of any kind in 
front of any show window, collar door or coal- 
chute, nor in any manner that may obstruct or 
in any way hinder tho convenient use of any 
building or lot, or any street or alloy in tho said 
Borough, 


S e c t i o n V. That when it may become neces­ 
sary for said Company to dig up any part of any 
stroot or alley in said Borough for the planting 
of any polo or other necessity or convenience, 
tho said Compnny shall immediately repair that 
part of such street or alloy thus dug up or other­ 
wise obstructed and put it in such condition as 
shall meet with tho approval of tho Street Com­ 
mittee of tho Council of said Borough. 


S e c t i o n VI. That when in the judgment of 
the Burgess and Town Council of the said Bor­ 
ough, it shall appear that any pole erected by 
the said Company in any of the streets and alleys 
of the said Borough has bocomo defective, or 
stands in tho way of any necessary improvement, 
or that tho wires shall at any time bo deemed 
oo low, tho said »iurgess and Town Council 
shall have the right at any timo and at all times, 
by resolution or ordinanoo, to require the re­ 
moval or replacing of tho poles or the raising of 
tho wires higher than tho above specified height 
of twenty (20) feet; and should the said Company

Evolution of the Whistle. 


When locomotives were first built 


and began to tundle their small loads 
up and down the newly and rudely 
constructed railway of .England, the 
public roads were for the greatest 
part, crossed at a grade, and the en- 
gine driver had no way of giving 
warning of his approach except by 
blowing a tin horn. But this, as may 
be imagined, was far from being a suf- 
ficent warning. One day in the year

Police has decided to allow petroleum 
carriages to take the place of horse 
carriages and tram cars in the streets 
of the city. 
Other companies in con- 


trol of the various means of public 
conveyance have turned their atten- 
tion to the subject of automobiles, and 
are preparing for the revolution in 
traffin, which appears to be imminent, 
a revolution from which they will de- 
rive considerable benefit. The auto- 
mobiles owned by private persons are 
now a common sight in Paris streets, 
and the Journal des Debuts says they 
will soon be as ireqaentiy used as a 
public means of transportation as tha 
licensed cab. 


Among the advantages which the

change would be protection from the 
uncertainties of expenditure caused 
by mortality among its horses, and 
by the great fluctuations ijtt the prices 
of fodder. Anothor important point 
is made by M. P. Leroy-Beauiieu, the 
celebrated-writer on economics, who, 
in a recent issue ol ths -Economiste 
Francais, shows that on the substitu- 
tion of automobiles for horses the 
company would have little to fear 
from a strike. At present whea a 
strike breaks out the company cannot 
hold out long, for its horses are eating 
their heads off aud are also suffering 
from want 01 exercise. Automobiles, 
on the other hand, would cost nothing 
•while out of work.—New York Press. 


r»ISCAKDISG HEDGES. 


Osngo orange hedges are being dis- 


carded since the advent of the barbed- 
wire fence. It is my opinion that the 
hedge is much more desirable than the 
wire fence, since so much damage is 
annually done to live stock by the 
sharp barbs. With the frequent wind 
storms of recent years, it was quite a 
satisfaction to know that the hedge 
fence cannot be blown down. There 
are still many miles of hedge in this 
country, and'if well kept, it is orna- 
mental and will last for many years. 
Tho cost of pruning is not very much, 
and can be done when other work is 
not pressing. 
Severe wind storms are 


of frequent occurence in the prairie 
States, and damage almost any kind 
of fence except hedge.—American Ag- 
riculturist. 


DON'T KILL GROUND MOLES. 


When farmers take upon themselves 


the destruction of ground moles they 
little realize that they are working 
against their own interest. The ani- 
mals live entirely upon insects and can 
devour in twenty-four hours several 
times their own weight, leaving all 
vegetable matter alone. 
If the sur- 


face of the soil shows indications of 
their presence, it may be declared in 
advance that they have found on their 
passage through the substrata the re- 
quisite load tor their maintenance, 
which in the case of beet cultivation 
generally means white worms. These 
would have subsequently come to the 
surface and partially destroyed a crop 
of beets. 
That rows of roots have sut- 


t'ered from ground moles is insignifi- 
cant in comparison with acres of beets 
that would have been victims of insect 
ravages. It frequently happens that 
the tiller prides .himself upon the suc- 
cess of his beet crop while his neighbor, 
suggests the Sugar Beet Journal, has 
been less fortunate, when the real cause 
may have been that in the latter case 
the ground moles have been destroyed 
and in the former they were left to 
themselves. 


fflCBOBE FAEMISG. 


Some farmers have laughed at the 


idea of microbe farming, but pro- 
gressive agriculturists have closely 
watched our columns for reports of 
progress along this line. It is now 
established that certain bacteria en- 
able clover, alfalfa, peas, beans and 
other legumes to utilize nitrogen of 
the air that otherwise would not be 
available. By growing these crops to 
plow under or to feed stock, farmers 
avoid buying nitrogen in fertilizers 
for eome crops, and this means an im- 
mense saving of money. The trouble 
has been that the breeds or species of 
nitrogen bacteria that thrive on cer- 
tain crops are not always present in 
the soil, and this accounts for many a 
failure of clover seed to "catch" well. 
Months ago we suggested that the time 
would come when cultures of nitrogen 
bacteria adapted to each crop might 
be on the market, but the idea was 
received 
with derision by certain 


"know-it-alls." But now we learn 
that such cultures have been placed on 
the market in Germany this spring by 
a concern that claims to have made 
very satisfactory sales. 
is called "nitrogine," 
carefully tested at tho 
penment station. In 
efforts have been made at the Illinois 
station to cross tho clover root and 
corn .root bocteria, in hopes of breed- 
ing a hybrid microbe that while pos- 
sessing the ability to take up nitrogen 
from air would also thrive oa the corn 
root, and thus enable the crop to feed 
freely upon 
atmospheric nitrogen. 


Here is a vast field that enthusiastic 
bacteriologists are working into, and 
should they finally secure microbes 
that will enable the principal crops to 
utilize the nitrosuu of ths air, it will 
be the greatest of all triumphs in the 
application of science to farming. In- 
stead of saeerins ct this germ theory, 
it behooves all of us to keep informed 
upon the subject and get the benefit 
oi it as fast as methods are perfected 
for its practical application.—New 
Ec^iaad Homestead.

rid of their surplus water will, like 
new-cleared upland, soon produce good 
pasture without seeding. This is a 
mistake; the old marsh vegetation is • 
firmly rooted, and though the drained 
land is not well suited to its growth, 
it hangs on and is replaced very slowly 
or not at all by better food. Ndw, if 
we have to spend any money at all on' 
these lands, tho only way to get it 
back is to keep growing on them till 
they will grow good crops of some 
kind. Cut off the brush and break up 
the wild grass sod and get some good 
tame grasses growing. The 'most of 
our swamp lands, when, properly 
ditched and cleared, are especially 
adapted to grazing and the production 
of hay, and for this reason are usually 
most profitable when owned and 
farmed in connection with adjoining 
uplands; this is especially the case 
where mixel farming is followed. 
Again, the closer and more compact 
a farm is, the cheaper it can be 
worked. In other words, it may be 
more profitable to reclaim aud work a 
swamp than go around and beyond this 
swamp to purchase upland, because 
the upland is farther away from the 
buildings. The cost of fencing must 
also be considered in looking at this 
subject, especially if the swamp is al- 
ready on the farm. So long as the 
swauip is unproductive, the adjoining 
cultivated field must bear the whole 
cost of the fence; when tho swamp is 
cleared we increase the productive 
area of the farm without much in- 
crease of fence, and thereby reduce 
the cost per aero of fencing the farm.

Many swamps are ditched 
and then left without any farther at* 
tenpt at rendering them productive, 
the owners supposing that they being 


HANDLING GOES FODDEE OS A ZiABGE SCAIiE.. 


In the great corn belt of the Mis- 


sissippi valley, most of the corn that 
is cut is made into large shocks and 
allowed to remain in the field nnti] 
needed, without protection. 
Daily, 


or as wanted, a shock is hauled to the 
feed lot and scattered over tLe ground 
for the stock, whether horses, cattle 
or sheep. If the feeding place is high 
and dry, this is about the most eco- 
nomical plan. Cattle soon learn to 
husk and eat the whole ears, while 
sheep and horses find no trouble in 
getting to the grain. 
Many dairymen 


teed it in this condition to their cows 
and consider it the best and cheapest 
material obtainable. The blades and 
a part of the stalks will be consumed. 
During muddy weather, racks must be 
provided and even then there is con- 
siderable waste, for in getting at the 
ears, stalks are liable to be pulled out 
and dropped onto the ground. If feed- 
ing can be done in barns or under 
sheds, the results will be much more 
satisfactory. 


Instead of leaving in the field, many 


store it under sheds or stack it. In 
the first case, pile it so it can be easily 
removed when wanted for feed. Make 
it as compact as 'possible. It should 
be dry when put in. In stacking, pro- 
ceed much as in stacking small grains, 
whether the fodder is in bundles or 
loose. Keep the middle high so that 
the butts of the stalks will hang down 
and shed'tthe water. It is best to put 
in long narrow ricks, so that succes- 
sive sections can be removed without 
affecting the remainder. 
If well 


stacked and covered, fodder will keep 
in good condition for months. It is 
much Fafer than if left in the field. 


During recent years, shredding has 


come into favor. The fodder is run 
through a machine which husks the 
ears, tearing stalks and blades into 
small bits. The shredded fodder can 
be baled as hay or stored in the mow. 
It requires much judgment and some 
experience to determine just when the 
fodder is dry enough for storing. 
Considerable complaint of moldy fod- 
der was heard last season. Some feed- 
ers prefer tcnt fodder to shredded. 
There wili always be two sides to every 
feeding problem. 
_ To secnre 'odder of the very best 
quality, it is cut wliilo the blades are 
still quite gresn and put into small 
shocks. 
After the blades have cured 


thoroughly ami the ears Lave become 
dry, the corn is husked. Tli3 fodder 
is then pnt into large shocks or more 
commonly Etored in stacks, sheds or 
hsyiaows. It thought desirable, the 
etalks can be rna through a "cutter bs- 
fore being given to the farm animals. 
Where stock is kept in stables this is a 
very commendable plan, as the long 
stalks are a nuisance when the stalls 
are to bo cleaned. A considerably 
greater percentage of the crop will be 
eatea if it be cut or ehredded. In 
dairy localities this method is com- 
mon, but where toe crop is fed so 
beef cattle, taking direct from the 
field and feeding unhuskcd is very 
satisfactory.

couver’s Island, a party of 
liunters and explorers carno out ono 
night upon a bay that wus illuminated 
by a blaziug bonfire—a welcome sight 
in this little-known and unfrequented 
wilderness. 
A rude camp next came 
into view, and tho party soon was re- 
ceing a hearty welcome from a crew of 
«barkers who hailed from Tacoma, 
Washington, and the adjacent coun­ 
try. 


“ I t’s a curious thing/* said tho 
leader later on, “ to find a fisherman 
who can load with halibut shark fish­ 
ing, but that’s just what it amounts to. 
I went South with 30,000 pounds of 
halibut some time ago and lost money 
on it, and now wo are trying shark 
oil.” 


Great pots or caldrons were resting 
on piles of stone, seethiug over the 
hot fires that were converting shark’s 
liver into an oil valuable to machinists 
in nearly all trades; an oil that had a 
possible wholesale value of forty cents 
per gallon. 
Off (Jape Scott was tho 
fishing ground, and there and along: 
the coast of Vancouver’s Island large 
«harks are found all the year around, 
and the Norwegian sharkers were just; 
returning to the fishing that had been 
their means of livelihood in their own 
country. 


“ In the old country,” said one of 
the men, “ the fishing is very different 
from hero. 
There we saved every bit 
of the shark. 
We got them in very 
deep water, a sort of ground sharks 
and sometimos 
had to tako them 
aboard on the windlass. 
Tho liver 
was taken out to be tried, and tho 
bodv towed ashore to be made i n t » 
fertilizer for the farmers; but there’s 
no farmers about here, so we let tho 
bodies go.” 


Two days later the trim little schoon- 
or that had been lying in the bay bore 
away for Cape Scott with several of 
the hunting party, who wished to ob­ 
tain some idea of shark fishing, as 
passengers. 
Tho fishing ground was 
almost any whero along shore, though 
where the currents swept around tho 
Cape was for some reason a very fa* 
vorable place. Here the men caught a 
number of halibut for bait, and then 
the decks wore cleared for the real 
work of tfhark fishing, and a dozen 
heavy rope lines about as iarge as a 
clothesline were baited with tempting 
pieces of halibut. 


There was a.long wait and then tho 
sport, if so it can be called, began with 
a zest that soon made hard work for 
the men. 
At first there would be m 
slight nibble at the line, as though a 
fish was nosing it; then it slowly ran 
out a few feet and then it was that tho 
man at th e jiu e leaned forward and 
with all his strength jerkod the hook 
into the shark’s mouth, 
There was n 
fierce rush, tearing the rope from the 
man’s hands and dragging it over tho 
rail; coil 
after 
coil leaping from 
tho deck, hissing and 
writhing like 
a liyincr thing. 
Finally a turn was 
made about a belaying pin, an i tho 
first rush of tho big fish was partly 
stopped; then the fisherman with tho 
aid of all hands started the monster, 
which came slowly in, testing cverj» 
muscle of tho men on the line. 
Soon 
« 
- another-line was running out, then 
Another, an I three sharlcs, iamou* for 
.their pulling power, wero hooked at 
•’once’. 
Slowly they came in, fighting 
overy foot, and finally a vicious look­ 
ing fellow at least fourteen feet long 
and weighing possibly 800 or 1000 
pouuds, was rolling and tossing at the 
surface. 
A block au I tackle were low­ 
ered over him, and in a few minutes 
the struggling monster was hoisted 
above the surface and despatched and 
swung over tho deck, where tho liver 
\vas skilfully taken out,- tho body be­ 
ing thrown overboard to bo devoured 
by the rapacious creatures that make 
the coast line of Vancouver their 
home. 
Tho long olive colored liver of 
a singlo shark when dropped into a 
barrel half filled it, and was estimated 
-to bo worth from 81.50 to $2, as it 
would produce several gallons of oil 
t<worth from thirty-live to forty cents 
pur-gallon. 
The other sharks wero 
eoou taken in and despoiled of their 
. liver/3, and in tho course of tho day 
‘ten were caught, mnkmg nearly fivu 
barrels of liver, and it was estimated 
that many more per day could be 
ken. .Tho vessel could carry about 
5 barrels of oil of a capacity of uixty 
gallons each,—^Now York Post,

Evolution of the Whistle. 


When locomotives wero first built 
and began to tundle their small loads 
up and down the newly and rudely 
constructed railway of England, the 
public roads wero for the greatest 
part, crossed at a grade, and the en­ 
gine driver had no way of giving 
warning of his approach except by 
blowing a tin horn. 
But this, as may 
bo imagined, was far from being a suf* 
ficent warning. 
One day in the year 
1833, so runs a story of tho orgin of 
the locomotive whistle, a farmer of 
Thornton was crossing the railway 
track on one of the country roads with 
a great load of eggs and butler. 
Just 
as he came out upon the track a train 
approachod. 
The engineman blew his 
tin horn lustilv, but the farmer did 
not hear it. 
Eighty dozen of eggs and 
fifty }jounds of butter were smashed 
into an indistingushable, unpleasant 
mass, and mingled with the kindling 
wood t o ‘which the 
wagon was re ­ 
duced. 
The railway company had to 
pay the farmer the value of his fifty 
pounds of butter, his 960 eggs, his 
horse and his wagon. 
I t was regarded 
as a serious matter, and straightaway 
a director of the company went to Al­ 
ton Grange, where George Stevenson 
lived, to see if he could not invent 
something that would give a warning 
more likely to be heard. 
Stevenson 
went to work, and the nest day had a 
contrivance which, when attached to 
the engine boiler and the steam turned 
on,gave out a shrill,discordant sound.

Horseless Carriages In Paris. 


Answering applications 
from tho 
omnibus company and the Compagne 
des Voltures of Paris the Prefect of 
Police has decided to allow p e t r o le u m 
carriages to take the place of horse 
carriages and tram cars in tho streets 
of the city. 
Other companies in con­ 
trol of tho various means of public 
conveyance have turned their atten­ 
tion to the subject of automobiles, and 
are preparing for the revolution in 
traffic, which appears to bo imminent, 
a revolution from which they will de­ 
rive considerable benefit. 
The auto- 
mobilos owned by private persons are 
now a common sight in Paris streets, 
and the Journal cles Debats says they 
will soon be as frequently used as a 
public means of transportation as tho 
licensed cab.

change would be protection from tho 
uncertainties of expenditure caused 
by mortality among its horses, and 
by the great fluctuations yi tho prices 
of fodder, 
Anothor important point 
is made by M. P, Leroy-Beaulieu, the 
celebratjedwritor on economics, who, 
in a recent issue of the-Economiste 
Francais, shows that on tho substitu­ 
tion of automobiles for horses the 
company would havo little to fear 
from a strike. 
At prespnt when a 
strike breaks out the company cannot 
hold out long, for its horses are eating 
their heads oiT and are also suffering 
from want of exercise. 
Automobiles, 
on the other hand, would cost nothing 
while out of work.—New York Press. 


Railroad Casualties. 


Statistics show, says tho Railroad 
Telegrapher, that there is only one 
passenger killed out of every 1,985,- 
153 carried on the railways, and that 
for every 183,822, only one is likely 
to b.e injured. 
The calculations are 
based on the fatal’ties and casualties 
on railroads during the last twelve 
years. 
According to these figures a 
man would have to travel 4,406,650 
miles before getting hurt, and go 47,- 
588,966 miles before being killed.

Osago orange hedges are being dis­ 
carded since the advent of the barbod- 
wire fence. 
It is my opinion that the 
hedge is muohmore desirable than the 
wire fence, since so much damage is 
annually done to live stock by the 
sharp barbs. 
With tho frequent wind 
storms of recent years, it was quite a 
satisfaction to know that the hedge 
fence cannot bo blown down. 
There 
are still many miles of hedge in this 
country, and if well kept, it is orna­ 
mental and will last for many years. 
Tho cost of pruning is not very much, 
and can be done when other work is 
not pressing. 
Severe wind storms arc 
of frequent occurence in the prairie 
States, and damage almost any kind 
of fence except hedge.—American Ag­ 
riculturist. 


d o n ’t k il l g r o u n d m o l e s. 


When farmers take upon themsolves 
the destruction of ground moles they 
little roalize that they are working 
against their own interest. 
Tho ani- 
ipals live entirely upon insects and can 
devour in twenty-four hours several 
times their own weight, leaving all 
vegetable matter alone. 
If tho sur­ 
face of tho soil shows indications of 
their x^resence, it may be declared in 
advance that they have found on their 
passage through tho substrata tho re­ 
quisite food for their maintenance, 
which in the case of beet cultivation 
generally moans white worms. 
These 
would have subsequently come to the 
Rurface and partially destroyed a crop 
of beets. 
That rows of roots have suf­ 
fered from ground moles is ineignifi' 
cant in comparison with acres of beets 
that would have been victims of insect 
ravages. 
It frequently happens that 
the tiller prides himself upon the suc­ 
cess of his beet crop while his neighbor, 
suggests the Sugar Beet Journal, has 
been less fortunate, when the real cause 
may have been that in the latter case 
the ground moles havo been destroyed 
and in the former they were left to 
themselves. 


microbe farming. 


Some farmers have laughed at tho 
idea of microbe farming, 
but pro­ 
gressive agriculturists have closely 
watched our columns for reports of 
progress along this line. 
It is now 
established that certain bacteria en­ 
able clover, alfalfa, peas, beans and 
other legumes to utilize nitrogen of 
the air that otherwise would not be 
available. 
By growing these crops to 
plow under or to feed stock, farmers 
avoid buying nitrogen in fertilizers 
for some crops, and this means an im­ 
mense saving of money. 
The trouble 
has been that the breeds or species of 
nitrogen bacteria that thrive on cer­ 
tain crops are not always x^resent in 
the soil, and this accounts for many a 
failure of clover seed to “ catch” well. 
Months ago we suggested that the time 
would come when cultures of nitrogen 
bacteria adapted to each crop might 
be on the market, but the idea was 
received 
with derision by certain 
“ know-it-alls.” 
But now we learn 
that such cultures have been placed on 
the market in Germany this spring by 
a concern that claims to have made 
very satisfactory sales. 
Tho material 
is called “ nitrogme,” and is being 
carofully tested at tho Coltingen ex­ 
periment station. 
In our country, 
efiorts have been made at the Illinois 
station to cross tho clover root and 
corn ,root bacteria, in hopes of breed­ 
ing a hybrid microbe that while pos­ 
sessing the ability to tako up nitrogen 
from air would also thrive on the corn 
root, and thus enable tho crop to feed 
freely upon 
atmospheric nitrogen. 
Here is a vast field that enthusiastic 
bacteriologists are working into, and 
should they finally secure microbes 
that will enable the principal crops to 
utilize the nitrogen of the air, it will 
be the greatest of all triumphs in the 
application of science to farming. In ­ 
stead of sneering at this germ theory, 
it behooves all of us to keep informed 
upon tho subject and get the benefit 
ot it as fast as methods are perfected 
♦ 


for its prasticai apx>lication.—Now 
England Homestead. 


draining the swamp. 


Swamp lands vary greatly in tho cost 
of drainage, some being very easily 
drained, merely requiring a good out­ 
let and drains to catch the water that 
comes down on them from tho sur­ 
rounding uplands, while others having 
a hard and impervious subsoil near 
tho surfaco require frequent drains 
over the entire surface. 
Springy 
swamps are usually the most difficult 
to drain well, as it is necessary to’ so 
cut tho ditches as to tap the streams 
of water before it reaches the surface, 
and this requires much skill and ex­ 
perience. 
The nature of the vegeta­ 
tion growing in a swamp will have 
considerable inliuenpe on the cost of 
reclamation. Many swamps are ditched 
and then left without any further at­ 
tempt at rendering them productive, 
the owners supposing that they being 


rid of their surplus water will, liko 
now-cleared upland, soon produce good 
pasture without seeding. 
This is a 
mistake; tho old marsh vegetation is . 
firmly rooted, and though tho drained 
land is not well suited to its growth, 
it hangs on and is replacod very slowly 
or not at all by better food, 
N6w, if 
wo have to spend atiy money at all on * 
theso lands, tho only way to get it 
back is to keep growing on them till 
they will grow good crops of some 
kind. Cut off tho brush and break up 
the wild grass sod and get some good 
tame grasses growing. 
The ‘most of 
our 
swamp 
lands, when properly 
ditched and cleared, are especially 
adapted to grazing and tho production 
of hay, and for this reason are usually 
most 
profitable 
whon 
owned 
and 
farmed m connection with adjoining 
uplands; this is especially the case 
whore mixel 
farming is followed. 
Again, tho closer and more compact 
a farm is,* the cheaper it can bo 
worked. 
In other words, it may be 
more profitable to reclaim and work a 
swamp than go aroun^l and beyond this 
swamp to purchase upland, becauso 
the upland is farther away from tho 
buildings. 
The cost of fencing must 
also bo considered in looking at this 
subject, especially if the swamp is Al­ 
ready on the farm. 
So long as the 
swamp is unproductive, tho adjoining 
cultivated field must bear tho whole 
cost of the fenco ; when tho swamp is 
clearod wo increase the productive 
aroa of the farm without much in­ 
crease of fence, and thereby reduce 
the cost per aero of fencing tho farm. 
—Tho Silver Knight. 


handling corn fodder on a large scale.» 


In the great corn belt of the Mis­ 
sissippi valley, most of the corn that 
is cut is made into large shocks and 
allowed to remain in tho field until 
needed, without protection. 
Daily, 
or as wanted, a shook is hauled to the 
feed lot and scattered over the ground 
for the stock, whether horses, cattle 
or sheep. 
If the feeding place is high 
and dry, this is about the most eco­ 
nomical plan. 
Cattle soon learn to 
husk and eat the whole ears, while 
sheep and horses find no trouble in 
getting to the grain. 
Mauy dairymen 
feed it in this condition to their cows 
and consider it the best and cheax^est 
material obtainable. 
The blades and 
a part of the stalks will bo consumed. 
During muddy weather, racks must be 
provided and even then there is con­ 
siderable waste, for in getting at the 
ears, stalks are liable to bo pulled out 
and dropped onto the ground. If feed­ 
ing can be dono in barns or under 
sheds, the results will be much more 
satisfactory. 


Instead of leaving in the field, many 
store it under sheds or stack it. 
In 
the first case, pile it so it can bo easily 
removed when wanted for feed. Make 
it as compact as 'possible. 
It should 
be dry when put in. 
In stacking, pro- 
ceed much as in stacking small grains, 
whether tho fodder is in bundles or 
loose. 
Keep the middle high so that 
the butts of the stalks will haug down 
and shed'the water. 
It is best to put 
in long narrow ricks, so that succes­ 
sive sections can be removed without 
affecting 
the remainder. 
If 
well 
stacked and covered, fodder will keep 
m good condition for months. 
It is 
much safer than if left in the field. 


During recent years, shredding has 
come into favor. 
The fodder is run 
through a machiuo which husks the 
ears, tearing stalks and blades into 
small bits. 
The shredded fodder can 
be baled as hay or stored in the mow. 
It requires much judgment and some 
experience to determine just when tho 
fodder is dry enough for storing. 
Considerable complaint of moldy fod­ 
der was heard last season. 
Some feed­ 
ers prefer *cut fodder to shredded. 
There will always bo two sides to every 
feeding problem. 
r To secure fodder of the very best 
quality, it is cut while the blades are 
still quite green and put into small 
shocks. 
After tho blades have cured 
thoroughly and the ears have become 
clry, the corn is husked. 
TI13 fodder 
is then put into large shocks or more 
commonly stored in stacks, sheds or 
haymows. 
If thoui/ht desirable, the 
stalks can be run through a ‘ cutter be? 
fore being given to the farm animals, 
Whore stock is kex^t in stables this is a 
very commendable plan, as the long 
stalks are a nuisance when the stalls 
are to be cleaned. 
A considerably 
greater percentage of the crop will be 
eaten if it be cut or shredded. 
In 
dairy localities this method is com­ 
mon, but where tho crox> is fed to 
beef cattle, taking direct from tho 
field and feeding unhusked is very 
satisfactory.

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Mr. Wilson's Speeoli to the N o w 


York Chamber of Oommeroe. 


NKW YORK. Nov. 18.—Tho 128th anmiivl 
banquet of the Chftnibor of Commorco of 
thn stato of Now York, which was hoUl 
Iftst evoning at Delmonico*s, wftB tho most 
notablo yearly feathering that has beon 
hold by that great orRanization. 
Many of 
tho Bpeechos wore distinctly of a conKrat- 
ulatory character, and those who led tho 
fight against free coinapco were given un- 
Btintod praise, while every mention of 
their names was greeted with applause. 


President Cleveland and Governor Mor- 
ton wore unable to attend the banquet, 
but they wrot<j letters, which when read 
were received with wild cheers. President 
Cleveland wrote: 


"Recent events may well cauae those 
who represent business Interests to rejoice 
In their escape from threatened peril. But 
while th«y have abundant reason for re- 
joicing and can view with the greatesfi 
satisfaction tho support they have given 
the cause of sound money In tho contest 
lately waged against It, I earnestly hope 
that in this time of congratulation It will 
bo remembered that constant vlgllanco 
and continued elTort are required to even 
maintain proKont conditions, but that ab- 
solute safety will only be secured when 
our financial system is protected by affirm- 
ative and thorough reforms. 


**Whcu our business men are habitually 
alert and active, and when they are, more- 
over, fully aroused to tho importance of 
such ieglslatlve action concerning our 
finances as business methods approve and 
the welfare of the cntix*e country requires, 
much good may bo confidently antici- 
pated, not only in the accompllshmont of 
practical results, but In tho removal of 
hurtful prejudices, through an assurance 
to tho i^uiiplo that business and patriotism 
are becomiug more and moro united." 


Alexander 15. Orr, president of the 
Cliambor of Commerce, complimented tho 
members on the work done in the last 
campaign and upon tho victory won. He 
paid a glowing tribute to Generals Palmer 
and Bucknor and others who had vigor- 
ously opposed the Chicago platform and 
ticket. 


Tho president then Introduced Postmas- 
ter General William Lt. Wilson, who re- 
sponded to tb^T toast, "Free Government 
on TrlfL" He said In part: 


"Every general election In this country 
Is a trial of freo government, and nbt less 
truly a trial of those institutions through 
which we are attempting to work out free 
government. If every new peril affects us 
with new anzloty every new triumph justi- 
fies added confidence in our Institutions 
and renewed trust in the Intelllgenco and 
ciipacity of our people for »elf govern- 
ment. Wo have just had a test of tho ca- 
pacity of universal suffrage to deal with 
tho question so confessedly difficult that 
In other countries it In committed to 
trained exports and specially educated 
fitatosmou. That test has been made undor 
conditions least favorable to a safe and 
correct judgment, at a timo when It was 
necessary to undo much erroneous teach- 
ing, for which both political parties and 
leading statesmen in both parties wore re- 
sponsible, and amid widespread industrial 
stagnation that made tho i)ublio mind a 
ready seed bed for tho germination of 
dangerous ideas. 


" l h a t the result has been a triumph for 
tho national integrity is a 
cause for 
thanksgiving; that tho reiult has boon 
achieved by a partial and temporary dis- 
solution of party ties and the hearty oon- 
cort of forces irreconcilably antagonistic 
on other policies is ground for quickened 
patriotism and loftier prldo in American 
clti^ionship. To make forever safe tho 
fruits of such a victory is now tho duty 
and responsibility of those to whom tho 
initiative and power have como. 


"If wo are to escape In the future tho 
orlos we have heard in thlg campaign, of 
tho power of plutocracy, of tho classes and 
of tho masses, and antagonism between 
capital and labor and of tho gulf between 
tho rich and tho poor, all wrongs or abuses 
that can breed and foster such ideas must 
bo patiently and honestly obliterated, 


"We must all admit that the entlrebody 
of our ^nancial legislation for thirty 
years has beun a makeshift and a conces- 
sion to "inistaken ideas, that from such 
concession and from dangerous dallying 
with eri'onoous and dangerous ideas and 
porvorjUkl education that has resulted 
came th^ great poril we have so fortunate- 
ly escaiJOd. For theea mistakes all parties 
and uhuogt, if not all, party leaders have 
been responaiblo." 


The j^uxt tuast, 
"Social Discontent," 
was responded to by Governor John W 
Griggs, of Now Jersey. Governor Griggs 
BtUd in purt: 


»'Mujrwenot hoi^o It is possible for us 
to mluimize iho danger we find in discon- 
tent. Jl'ho American peoplo have not up 
to date l^een fuolud. They are honest to 
the cort^. The first remedy I would sug- 
gest, nnci it is one that Is being ever ap- 
plied aU'd has bsen alluded to, is educa* 
tiun. 
lied u CO tho percentage of Illiteracy. 
Lot tho'jpuljllii Bchools teach not only to 
read aud^rito, but let the public schooli 
and Cult|tnbia college teach, too, tho prin- 
ciples oi ^merjoan popular government. 


"Tho next remedy 1 would 6i>oak of is to 
cast out -the demagogue. 
Thoy are the 
followfi that are tho curs© of both and of 
all political parties. We have had them 
ever since the days of Juliug Ctesar aad 
Marc Autouy dvwn to date.

MR. BRYAN'S LECTURE TOUR. 


His Salary Will Kxcocd That UooolTed by 


tho President« 


LIN-COLN-, Neb., Nov. 18.—It has been 
definitely arranged that William J. Bryan 
1b to tako tho locturo platform, and his 
first address will bo delivorod at Atlanta, 
Ga., early in December. »His route, as far 
M it has boon arranged, will be, after loav- 
ing 
Atlanta, 
Jacksonvillo, 
Savannah, 
Charleston, Augusta, Birmingham and 
New Orleans. After leaving tho latter 
city Mr. Bryan will go through Texas, 
then on to California and Oregon, and 
will not reach the citios of tho east before 
tho latter part of February, 1807. 


Tho men behind tho enterprise is V. K. 
McBoe, of Norfolk, Va., the superinten- 
dent of the Seaboard Air line. Mr. Bryan 
has signed contracts for a series of lectures 
under the management of Alexander Com- 
Btock, who is the roprosentatlvo associate 
of Mr. AlcBoo in tho enterprise. Tho terms 
of tho agreement from a financial stand- 
point havo not beon made public, wft.it is 
reliably understood that tho romunertttlon 
which Mr. Bryan Is to receive is to exceed 
tho salary ho would havo received as presi- 
dent of the United States in tho event of 
his election to that olllce. 


Arrangements are already under way to 
havo the delivery of Mr. Bryan's first lec- 
ture in Atlanta made tho occasion of a 
great demonstration, which will be in the 
nature of a monster reception. Tho lec- 
tures to bo delivered by Mr. Bryan will bo 
non-partisan in their character, and will 
for tho most part be upon governmental 
and soolol topics, as it is expressly stipu- 
lated in the contract that tho tour shall 
have no political aspect or coloring.

It was 
years ago, or, to ho more - 
preci«e, Sept. 14, 1814, that the Star- 
Spangled Baunor was written. The 
grand old song was composed amid the 
Oans toud excitement of battle, iu the 
harbor of Baltimore. The story of how 
I'rancis Scott Key got his Inspiration 
lor the song Is known to every school- 
boy in the land, but its recent birthday 
nuniversary will be our excuse for 
publishing It ngaJn, 


On the return of the British to their 
vessel« after the destruction of Wash- 
ington, they carried with them Dr. 
Bonnes, an influential phyclclan. His 
friends begged for his release, but Ad- 
miral Cockbum refused to give him up 
and sent him on board the flagship of 
Admiral Cochrane. 


Francis Scott Key w^s requested to 
^co to Cochrane and ask for the doctor's 
release. 
With tho President'e permis- 


s i o n he went in the Cartel ship Mlnden 
iiDder a flag of truce. 
île found the 
Uritlsh ships at the mouth of the Poto- 
mac preparing to attack Baltimore. 
Cochrane agreed to release Beanes, but 
not right away. Key and Beanes were 
p'aced on board the Surprise. 
When 
the fleet went up Patapsco bay they 
were sent back to the Mlnden with a 
guard of marines. 


The Mlnden wa« anchored within 
sight of Port McHenry, and from her 
deck Key observed the bombardment of 
rhe fort. He did not know even when 
Ihe firing ceased whether the fort had 
surrendered or not. In the dim light of 
rne opening morning he saw through a 
pinss the star spangled banner yet wav- 
ing In triumph over the fort and soon 
learned of the preparations of the dls- 
<omflted British for speedy departure. 


It was during the excitement of the 
bombardment and while pacing the 
deck of the Mlnden between midnight 
and dawn that Key composed the now 
world-famed song. The original lines 
were written on the back of a letter 
which Key happened to have in his 
pocked. It was later written out in full 
by Key and then printed In handbill 
fcrm. It "was first sung by Charles Du- 
rang at a restaurant in Baltimore to an 
SFsemblage of defenders of the city. 
It is no^v «ung everywhere as the na- 
tional song of America,

Off <Jape Scott was tho 
fishing ground, and there and aloQir 
the coast of Vancouver's Island largo 
eharks are found all the year around, 
find the Norwegian sharkers were ju^b 
returning to tho tinhing that had been 
their means of livelihood in their own 
oountry,

Evolutiou of tlio Whistle. 


When locomotives were first built 
and began to tundle their small loads 
up and down the newly and rudely 
constructed railway of fingland, tho 
public roads wero for tho greatest 
part, crossed at a grade, and the en- 
gine driver had no way of 
giving 
warning of his approach except 
by 
blowing a tin horn. 
But this, as may 
bo imagined, was far from beina a suf- 
ficent warning. 
One day in the yeai 
1833, 60 runs a story oi the orgin of 
the locomotive whistle, a farmer of 
Thornton was crossing tho railway 
track on one of tho country roads with 
a great load of eggs and butler. 
Just 
as he came out upon tho track a train 
approached. 
The engiueman blew his 
tin horn lustily, but the f'irmer did 
not hear it. 
Eighty dozen of eggs and 
fifty pounds of butter were smashed 
into an indistingushable, unpleasant 
mass, and mingled with the kindling 
wood to 'which the 
wagon was re- 
duced. 
The railway company had to 
pay the farmer tho value of his fil'ty 
pounds of butter, his 960 eggb, his 
horse and his wagon. 
It was regarded 
as a serious matter, and straightaway 
a director of the company wont to At- 
ton Grange, where George Stevenson 
lived, to see if he could not invent 
something that would give a warning 
moro likely to be heard, 
Stevenson 
went to Mork, and the nest day had a 
contrivance which, when attached to 
the engine boiler and the steam turned 
on,gavo out a shrill,discordant sound. 
The railway directors, greatiy 
de- 
lighted, ordered similiar contrivances 
to be attached to all tho locomotives, 
and from that day to this tho voice of 
the locomotive whistle has never been 
silent.—Cassier's Magazine.

rive considerable benetit. 
Tho auto- 
mobiles owned by private persons are 
now a common sight in Paris streets, 
and the Journal des Débats says thoy 
will soon be as ireqaently used as n 
lîublic means of tranaportatioa as tho 
licensed cab.

change would be protection from tho 
uncertainties at expenditure

P r o f e s s i o n a l 
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DIRCAimiN-a HEDGES. 


Osago orange hedges are being dis- 
carded since the advent of the barbed- 
wire fence. 
It is my opinion that the 
hedge is much more dosirable than tho 
wire fence, sinco so much damage is 
annually done to live stock by tho 
sharp barbs. 
With tho frequent wind 
storms of recent years, it was quito a 
satisfaction to know that the hedge 
fenco cannot bo blown down. 
There 
are still many miles of hedge in this 
country, and if well kept, it is orna- 
mental and will last for many years. 
Tho cost of pruning is not very much, 
and can bo dono when other work is 
not pressing. 
Severe wind storms aro 
of frequent occurence in tho prairio 
States, and damage almost any kind 
of fence except hedge.—American Ag- 
riculturist. 


DON'T KILL GROUND MOLES. 


When farmers take upon themselves 
Ihe destruction of ground moles they 
little realize that they are working 
against their own interest. 
Tho ani- 
jjials live entirely upon insects and can 
devour in twenty^four hours several 
times their own weight, leaving all 
vegetable matter alone. 
If tho sur- 
face of tho soil shows indications of 
their presence, it may be declared iu 
advance that they havo found on their 
passage through tho substrata the re- 
quisite food for their maintenance, 
which in the case of boot cultivation 
generally means white worms. 
These 
would have subsequently come to tho 
surface and partially destroyed a crop 
of beets. 
That rows of roots have suf- 
fered from ground moles is ineignifi 
cant in comparison with acres of beets 
that would have boon victims of insect 
ravages. 
]t frequently happens that 
tho tiller prides himself upon the suc- 
cess of his beet crop while his neighbor, 
suggests the Sugar Beet Journal, hai 
been less fortunate, Avhen the real cause 
may have been that in the latter case 
tho ground moles havo been destroyed 
and in the former they were loft to 
themselves. 


MICROBE PAEMING. 


Some farmers have laughed at tho 
idea of microbe farming, but pro- 
gressive agriculturists have olosely 
watched our columns for reports of 
progress along this line. 
It is now 
established that certain bacteria en- 
able clover, alfalfa, peas, beans and 
other legumes to utilize nitrogen of 
the air that otherwise would not be 
available. 
By growing these crops to 
j)low under or to feed stock, farmers 
avoid buying nitrogen in fertilizers 
for some croj^s, and this means an im- 
mense saving of money. 
The trouble 
has been that the breeds or siDccies of 
nitrogen bacteria that thrive on cer- 
tain crops are not always x^resent in 
the soil, and this accounts for many a 
failure of clover seed to "catch" well. 
Months ago we suggested that the time 
would come when cultures of nitrogen 
bacteria adapted to each crop might 
be on the market, but the idea was 
received 
with derieion by 
certain 
*'know"it-alls." 
But now we learn 
that such cultures have been placed on 
the market in Germany this spring by 
a concern that claims to have made 
very satisfactory sales. 
Tho material 
is called *'nitrogine," and is being 
carofully teptod fit tho Coltingen ex- 
poriment station. 
In our country, 
efiorts havo been made at the Illinois 
station to cross tho clover root and 
corn ,root bacteria, in hopes of breed- 
ing a hybrid microbe that while pos 
eeesing tho ability to take u^j nitrogen 
from air would also thrive on tho corn 
root, and thus enable tho crojD to feed 
freely upon 
atmospheric 
nitrogen. 
Hero is a vast field that ohthusiastic 
bacteriologists are working into, and 
should they finally secure microbes 
that will enable the principal crops to 
utilize the nitrogen of the air, it will 
bo tho greatest of all triumphs in tho 
application of ecienee to farming. In- 
stead of eneering at this germ theory, 
it behooves all of us to keep informed 
u])on tho subject and get tho benefit 
oi it as fast as methods aro perfected 
for its 
p r a 3 t i c a i 
application. —Now 
England Homestead. 
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Kaiiroad t'ubualtics. 


Statistics show, says tho Railroad 
Telegrapher, that there is only one 
passenger killed out of every 1,985,- 
153 carried on the railways, and that 
for every 183,822, only one ia likely 
to b.o injured. 
The calculations aro 
based on the fatal'ties and casualties 
on railroAds during tho last 
twelve 
years. 
According to these figures a 
man would have to travel 4,406,650 
.miles before getting hurt, and go 47,- 
588,966 miles before being killed. 


DRAINING THE SWAMP, 


Swamp lands vary greatly in tho cost 
of drainage, some being very easily 
drained, merely -requiring a good out- 
let and drains to catch tho water that 
comes down on them irom tho sur- 
rounding uplands, while others having 
a hard and impervious subsoil near 
tho surface require frequent drains 
over tho entire surface. 
Springy 
swamps are usually the most dillicult 
to drain well, as it is necessary to' so 
cut tho ditches as to tap tho streams 
of water before it reaches the surface, 
and this requires much skill and ex 
perience. 
The nature of the vegeta- 
tion growing in a swamj) will have 
conbiderablo inHuenpe on the cost of 
reclamation. Many swamps aro ditched 
and then left without any further at 
tempt at rendering them productive, 
the owners jBUi>poeing that they being 


n d of their surplus water will, liko 
now-cleared upland, soon produce good 
pasture without seeding. 
This ia a 
mistake; tho old marsh vogetation is 
firmly rooted, and though tho drained 
land is not well suited to its growth, 
it hangs on and is replaced very filowJy 
or not at all by better food. 
Ndw, if 
wo have to spend aUy money at all .on" 
theso lands, tho only way to get it 
back is to keep growing on them till 
thoy will grow good crops of 
some 
kind. Cut off tho brush and break up 
the wild grass sod and get some good 
tamo grasses growing. 
The 'most of 
our 
swamp 
lands, when 
properly 
ditchod and cleared, are 
ospocially 
adapted to grazing and tho production 
of hay, and for this reason are usually 
most 
proiitablo 
when 
owned 
and 
farmed in connection with adjoining 
uplands; this is especially tho case 
whoro mixo 1 
farming is followed. 
Again, tho closer and moio compact 
a farm is, tho cheaper it can bo 
worked. 
In other words, it may be 
more proiitablo to reclaim and work a 
swamp than go aroun^l and beyond this 
swamp to purchase upland, bocauso 
tho upland is farther away from tho 
buildings. 
Tho cost of fencing must 
also bo considered iu looking at this 
subject, especially if the swamp is al- 
ready on the farm. 
So long as the 
swamp is unproductive, tho adjoining 
cultivated field must bear tho whole 
cost of the fenco; when tho swamp is 
olearod wo increase tho productive 
area of tho farm without much in- 
crease of fence, and thereby reduce 
tho cost per aero of fencing tho farm.

HANDLTNa CORN FODDER ON A LARGK SCAIIE., 


In the great corn belt of tho Mis- 
flissippi valley, most of the corn that 
is out is made into largo shocks and 
allowed to remain in tho field untiJ 
needed, without protection. 
Daily, 
or as wanted, a shook is haulod to the 
feed lot and ecattored over the ground 
for tho stock, whether horses, cattle 
or sheep. 
If the feeding place is high 
and dry, this is about the mo^t eco- 
nomical plan. 
Cattle soon learn to 
husk and eat the wholo ears, while 
sheep and horses find no troablo in 
getting to the grain. 
Many dairymen 
feed it in this condition to their cows 
and consider it tho best and cheapest 
material obtainable. 
Tho blades and 
a part of tho stalks will bo consumed. 
During muddy weathor, racks must bo 
provided and even then there is con- 
siderable waste, for in getting at the 
ears, stalks aro liable to bo pulled out 
and dropped onto tho ground. If feed- 
ing can be dono in barns or 
under 
shedi?, the results will be much more 
satisfactory. 


Instead of leaving in tho field, many 
store it under sheds or stack it. 
In 
tho first case, pile it so it can bo easily 
removed when wanted for feed. Make 
it as compact as'possible. 
It should 
be dry when put in. 
In stacking, pro- 
ceed much as in stacking small grains, 
whether tho fodder is in bundles or 
looBs> 
Keep the middle high so that 
the butts of the stalks will hang down 
and shed;the water. 
It is best to put 
in long narrow ricks, so that succes- 
sive sections can bo removed without 
affecting tho remainder. 
If 
well 
stacked and covered, fodder will keep 
m good condition for months. 
It is 
much safer than if left in tho field. 


During recent years, shredding has 
come into favor. 
The fodder is run 
through a machiuo which husks tho 
ears, tearing stalks and blades into 
small bits. 
The shredded fodder can 
bo baled as hay or stored in the mow. 
It requires much judgment and some 
experience to determine just when tho 
fodder is dry enough for storing. 
Considerablo complaint of moldy fod- 
der was heard last season. 
Some feed- 
ers prefer ^cut fodder to shredded. 
There will always bo two sides to every 
iOLnhng problem, 
. To secure fodder of Iho very best 
qualit3^ it is cut whilo tho blades aro 
still quite green and put into small 
shocks. 
After the blades have curcd 
thoroughly and the ears have becomo 
dry, tho corn is bunked. 
Tha fodder 
is thon put into largo shocks or moro 
commonly stored in stacks, shods or 
haymows. 
If thoui/ht desirable, tho 
Btalks can be run through a'cutter be-r 
foro being given to the farm j^nimals, 
Whore stock is kept in stables this is a 
very commendable plan, as the long 
stalks are a nuisance whon the stalls 
aro to be oleanod. 
A considerably 
greater percentage of the crop will be 
eaten if it be cut or shredded. 
In 
dairy localities this method is com- 
mon, but where tho crop is fed to 
beef cattle, taking direct from the
